DURUM WHEAT IN ALBERTA 

It would seem unwise to plan an 
increased acreage of durum wheat 
in Alberta during the^oming sea¬ 
son, advises Dr. M. N. Grant, Senior 
Cerealist at the Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Farm. 

A surplus of durum already 
Exists in Canada and introduction 
of the rust resistant variety Ram¬ 
sey will enable the farmers of 
Manitoba and Eastern Saskatche¬ 
wan to resume production. The 
rust hazard, which drastically re¬ 
duced durum production there, pro¬ 
vided an opportunity for increased 
production in southern Alberta 
during the past few years. 

The fact that rust is no problem 
here reduces the value of Ram¬ 
sey as a crop for southern Alberta. 
It is a good variety, says Dr. Grant, 
but it offers no advantage in 
Alberta over the varieties Stewart 
and Mindum. Ramsey may be 
grown here if desired, but its rust 
resistance does not assume the im¬ 
portance in Alberta that it does in 
the other prairie provinces. 

Ramsey has more erect habit and 
slightly stronger straw than Stew¬ 
art or Mindum, Dr. Grant reports, 
but there is no appreciable differ¬ 
ence in yield br in the time re¬ 
quired to mature. All these durum 
varieties are in the late maturing 
class and their prdduction should 
be confined south of an east-west 
line through Calgary.
